REMARKS 

An Examiner's Interview Summary Record (PTO-413) is attached. 

During the interview, the Applicant discussed the foam ratio featured recited in the 
pending claims. In particular, Applicant noted that the feature "a foam element at a foam ratio 
selected to substantially match the impedance of the covering of the conductor," was not taught 
or suggested in any of the applied combination of references. The Examiner disagreed alleging 
that because an exemplary embodiment of the specification teaches that the foam element should 
have a foam ratio of at least 20%, that the 35%-55% foam ratio taught by Knapp et al. (US 
4,521,064) must teach a foam ratio that is selected to substantially match the impedance of the 
covering of the conductor. Applicant noted that the portions of the specification relied on by the 
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Examiner fail to support that any foam ratio above 20% will lead to an impedance match. The 
Examiner disagreed. 

It is respectfully submitted that the instant STATEMENT OF SUBSTANCE OF 
INTERVIEW complies with the requirements of 37 C.F.R. §§1.2 and 1.133 and MPEP §713.04.
